Continuation of 2. NOTE: Applicants argument is related to the amendment now reciting the moleculare weight of the hyaluronan to be 
greater than or equal to 750,000 Daltons. The prior art discloses a molecular weight of less than 750,00 Daltons and this molecular 
weight does not read on greater than or equal to 750,000 Daltons. However, there is no demonstration that hyaluronan having a 
molecular weight greater than or equal to 750,000 Dalton provides unsual results. In the absence of a showing, the recited molecular 
does not distinguish over the prior art. A further search is also now required hyaluronan having a molecular weight greater than or equal 
tyo 750,000 Daltons. The amendment does not place the claims in condition for allowance. 
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
